The output was sold to wholesalers 
for $140,000,000 a year, and retailing 
at $10 to $20 a gallon brought the 
country’s alcohol bill for liquor from 
this one source to over $500,000,000

Nine hundred thousand gallons of 
alcohol were m anufac tured each week, 
or 46,800,000 gallons a year. 
Initial establishment of two distil­ 
leries in P ennsylvania, two in Mary*

In regard to living in a home where 
there are tuberculous

American Medical association has the 
following advice to offer. 
Living rn 
the house w’ith a person who has tu ­ 
berculosis is not unsafe when intelli­ 
gent nursing is practiced. 
Atendants 
in tuberculosis sanitoria seldom con­ 
tract the disease. 
In homes in w’hieh cases of tuber­ 
culosis have been handled in a care­ 
less manner, the germs contaminate 
the room in room in w’hich the pa­ 
tient is kept. 
When there are young 
children and they are permitted to 
play on the floors and to use house­ 
hold articles from 
the 
sick 
room* 
there is danger that they may become 
infected. 
| 
Soiled floors and soiled articles are 
also mediums for the transmission of 
the germ to food supplies by means 
of flies and vermin. 


J 
The prevention of tuberculosis is in 
the control of the sputum that comes 
from the infected areas of the lungs 
of the patient. 
The sputum contains 
a great number of germs. 
If each 
time the patient coughs, the expector­ 
ation is spit carefully into a sputum 
cup and burned, the transmission of 
the germs to others is prevented. The 
j spread of the disease would soon stop 
if everyone with active tuberculosis 
would comply with this simple precau­ 
tion. 
Tubeculosis germs soon die in the 
presence of light, air and 
lack 
of 
moisture. 
The renovation of a room 
on the recovery or death of a tuber­ 
culosis patient requires thoro scour­ 
ing with hot w’ater and lye in suffi­ 
cient quantities and strength to make 
the room thoroly clean; then the doors 
and* windows should bt' opened for 
two or three days to permit the en­ 
trance of .sunlight and air and to al­ 
low for thoro drying. 
If one does not 
feel that these measures are sufficient, 
the woodwork may be freshly painted 
and the walls newly papered. 
Bed­ 
ding and articles of clothing may be 
sterilized by boiling. 
Articles that 
♦cannot be boiled may be dry cleaned 
or sunned and aired.

cessive annual Inventories will show 
hdm whether lie got ahead during the 
year. 
This Is tin* first step to take In 
putting a farm on 
a goml business 
basis, and from such an inventory a 
credit statem ent can be made to be 
filed with the bank where the farmer 
does business. 
“Any farm er borrowing money from 
a bank should file a credit statem ent 
with his bank once a year. Tile bank­ 
er is a custodian of the funds of his 
depositors and should not make loans 
to any but responsible persons.

is entitled to and should have the In­ 
formation which a 
credit 
statem ent 
gives and this statem ent also generally 
gives a farm er a better credit stand­ 
ing at the bank.”

Generally, this society is op p osed to 
state medicine when that undertakes 
to deal with individuals. 
It emp ha­ 
sizes the need and urges the p ractice 
on the p art of the p ublic, of p reven­ 
tive medicine. 
The p eriodic health 
examination 
of ap p arently 
healthy 
p ersons offers the means of untold 
economies in time, money and p ain. 
Tuberculosis. 
In regard to living in a home where 
there are tuberculous 
p eop le, 
the 
American Medical association has the 
following advice to offer. 
Living m 
the house with a p erson who has tu ­ 
berculosis is not unsafe when intelli­ 
gent nursing is p racticed. 
Atendants 
in tuberculosis sanitoria seldom con­ 
tract the disease. 
In homes in which cases of tuber­ 
culosis have been handled in a care­ 
less manner, the germs contaminate 
the room in room in which the p a­ 
tient is kep t. 
When there are young 
children and they are p ermitted to 
p lay on the floors and to use house­ 
hold articles from 
the 
sick 
room, 
there is danger that they may become 
infected. 


j 
Soiled floors and soiled articles are 
also mediums for the transmission of 
the germ to food sup p lies by means 
of flies and vermin. 
The p revention of tuberculosis is in 
the control of the sp utum that comes 
from the infected areas of the lungs 
of the p atient. 
The sp utum contains 
a great number of germs. 
If each 
time the p atient coughs, the exp ector­ 
ation is sp it carefully into a sp utum 
cup and burned, the transmission of 
the germs to others is p revented. The 
'sp read of the disease w'ould soon stop 
if everyone with active tuberculosis 
would comp ly with this simp le p recau­ 
tion. 
Tubeculosis germs soon die in the 
p resence of light, air and 
lack 
of 
moisture. 
The renovation of a room 
on the recovery or death of a tuber­ 
culosis p atient requires thoro scour­ 
ing with hot water and lye in suffi­ 
cient quantities and strength to make 
the room thoroly clean; then the doors 
and- windows should be op ened for 
two or three days to p ermit the en­ 
trance of sunlight and air and to al­ 
low* for thoro drying. If one does not 
feel that these measures are sufficient, 
the woodwork may be freshly p ainted 
and the walls newly p ap ered. 
Bed­ 
ding and articles of clothing may be 
sterilized by boiling. 
Articles that 
♦cannot be boiled may be dry cleaned 
or sunned and aired.

Farm Inventory Is Very 
Simple Form of Record 
“An inventory can be taken on the 
average farm in less than half a day , 
and for the time spent it shows the 
farm er the most about ids business of 
any records he can keep.’ 
1 his state­ 
ment is made by Prof. V'. R Mart of 
the farm management department at 
the New’ York State College of Agri­ 
culture. 
“A farm inventory Is the simplest 
form oj farm financial record that 
can be kept,” be say s. “The inventory 
shows the farm er his net worth above 
debts, and a comparison of two suc­ 
cessive annual inventories will show 
him whether lie got ahead during the 
y ear. 
This Is the first step to take in 
putting a farna on 
a 
gopd 
business 
basis, and from such an inventory a 
credit statem ent can be made to be 
filed with the bank where the farm er 
does business. 
“Any farm er borrowing money from 
a bank should file a credit statem ent 
with his bank once a y ear. The bank­ 
er Is a custodian of the funds of Ids 
depositors and should not make loans 
to any but responsible persons. 
He 
— is entitled to and should have the in­ 
formation which a 
credit 
statem ent 
gives and this statem ent also generally 
gives a farm er a better credit stand­ 
ing at the bank.”

Ithaca

copies of a form for taking an inven­ 
tory , 
with

the* Items. 
It also contains complete 
directions for taking 
the inventory 
and for making a credit statement, 
with blanks for two such statements.

Ventilation in Chicken 
House Quite Important 
Chicken* need more fresh air for 
their size than any other farm animal. 
This Is because the moisture other ani­ 
mals exude through the skin and kid­ 
ney s is In poultry 
almost 
entirely 
given off in breathing. 
The air of an 
overcrowded, 
under-ventilated 
house 
quickly becomes foul. 
The chickens 
get off the roost in the mornings dull 
and drugged from bad air. 
Even open front houses with three 
sides closed and open on the south 
may not provide enough fresh air. 
A 
narrow board’s width opening along 
the south side immediately under the 
rafters improves the circulation with 
out draft. 
The 
curtained

should lie from 30 to 36 Indies from 
the floor.

Inventory Is Big Aid 
The farm inventory Is an aid In 
keeping a record of property that has 
been lent or misplaced.

Is of far greater importance.

Economical Rations 
Stock keepers must know the cost of 
their feeds in order to determine the 
best and most economical rations.

They based this on 261A-hushel 
y ield crediting the corn with 9 4 cents 
per bushel and charging actual costs, 
which were liberal on all items.
